Dr. McArthur received her 
bachelor’s degree from the Univer- 
sity of Montevallo, her master’s de- 
gree from Florida State University, 
and in 1976, earned her Ph.D. from 
Florida State University. 

Prior to coming to TSUD in 1982, 
Dr. McArthur was an assistant 
professor at the University of Arkan-

searcher for the Arkansas Territorial 
Restoration (museum). 

To her credit, she published a 
book entitled Arkansas in the Gold 
Rush, in 1986.
